An interesting document has been 
issued by the Economic and Fin- 
ancial Committee of the League of 


Nations, providing for a procedure 
for the “friendly settlement’ of 
economic disputes between States.” 
It was in March 1930 that the 
French delegate to the so-called 
“Tariff Truce Conference” suggest- 
ed that a permanent organ for con- 
elliation and arbitration should be 
set up for the settlement of all dis- 
putes of an economic nature which 
might arise between States. The 
Economic Committee was-asked to 
draw up concrete proposals. on the 
subject. A closer study of the 
question suggested that the creation 
of a new permanent organ might 
cause confusion in view of the large 
number of treaties which already 
exist ‘containing provisions for the 
settlement of disputes. Neverthe- 
less, most of the present agreements 
involve certain practical difficulties, 
in particular the difficulty of .choos- 
ing the persons to whom the dispute 
should be submitted. 

It was’ therefore thought worth 
while to draw up rules of procedure, 


to which States should be invited to, 


adhere, Theag. rules have. just 
been issued, “The proposed ma- 
chinery provides only for applica- 
tions from governments, whether 
members of the League or not; it 
is not intended for the use of Anat:

It is pros 
posed that 14 experts should be ap- 
pointed by the Council of the 
League on the proposal of the Econa- 
mic Committee. They must be of 
different nationalities, be ‘persons 
enjoying the highest esteem,” be of 
recognised competence in economic 
questions, and be familiar with the 
problems involved inthe regulation 
of economic relations between coun- 
tries. 

’ The experts are to be entirely free 
to follow the procedure they deem 
best in each particular case. The 
parties to an application will be free 
to ask either for arbitration or for 
conciliation. In the former case 
they will, as usual when an arbitrary 
award is requested, be under an 
obligation to submit to the award 
given and to carry it out in good 
faith. 

States are still even more jealous 
of their economic sovereignty than 
their political, The number of 
economic disputes is, however, in- 
creasing almost daily, and there is 
no doubt that the present augges- 
tions form a highly interesting con: 
tribution to the problem of estab- 
lishing and maintaining economic 
peace.

THE FINAL. 


Honda’s: Devastating | 
_ Drive Tamed. 


FOUR SET ENCOUNTER. 


Yesterday's semi-final witnessed 
the probable winner of the 1932 
Championship in action. By de~ 
feating T. Honda in four sets 
E. C. Fincher showed that he has 
sufficient courage and stamina to 
face a five set encounter even 
should he receive an early -setback 
or two, 

Yesterday he lost the first set 
to an opponent who, was both most 
ateurate and most tactical in all 
his placements, and he found him- 
self at sen before the barrage of 
forehand drives which caused him 
undue exertion in attempting to 
retrieve. 

In the second set, however, he 
changed his tactics; came back 
from his position at the net; and 
played from the base line in the 
manner more in keeping with his 
reputation. The change of tac- 
ties soon told its tale and Honda 
was soon a set in arrears despite 
that merciless forehand drive of 
his. The first get was a repetition 
of the former and a keen defen- 


sive game overcame the gallant 
Honda. 
Though losing, Honda clearly 


demonstrated that he still possesses 
the most ; devastating foreland 
drive of any player in the Colony. 
His backhand, however, lost ‘him 
many valuable points, but this was 
probably due to the spin imparted 
to nearly every one of Fincher’s 
returns. He attacked from the 
commencement and showed enter- 
prise throughout. 

All that can be sald of Fincher 
ig that hexplayed a great game: and 
won.a well dggerved victory. The 
tennis served up ‘was of a much 
higher standafd than that witness- 
ed on the previous evening and 
rather suggests that Fincher is 
yoing to receive a glorious oppor- 
tunity to achieve an ambition for 
which he has striven for the past 
four or five years. Honda's elij- 
mination breaks a chain of suc- 
cesses which he has recorded in 
alternate years since 1926. He 
has won the championship on three 
occasions, in 1926, 1928, and 1930 
whilst Fincher has yet to win his 
first title.

Dangers “of Blasting 
Without Warnings 


NARROW ESCAPE. 


Culminating from a report made 
by Mr. Edgar, American’ Vice- 
Consul, to the Police, Sub-Inspector 
Rogers summoned Yee Chung, of 
15 Gilman.Street, before Mr, Scho- 
field in the Central Police Court 
this morning, on two counts name- 
ly:—(n) failing to take necessary 
precautions when blasting at Shau- 
kiwan Road on March 26 at 4.50 
“p.m, and (b) failing to provide 
proper heavy timber coverings, to 
the danger of the public. 

Sub-Insp. Rogers informed the 
Court that the defendant's firm was 
reclaiming a large*piece of land at 
North Point, just past the Hong 
Kong Electric Company's premises, 
and there was a lot of rock there. 
On the date and at the time in 
question, Br. Edgar was travelling 
along the Shaukiwan Road in his 
Buick saloon car, in an eastward 
direction. A large number of 
stones, the result of a blast 
about 250 feet from the main 
road, landed on the car, smash- 
ing the wind screen. Mr. 
Edgar reported the matter to 
the Quarry Bay Police Station, and 
later S.-I. Rogers went out to 
inspect the place. On arrival he 
found that the timber shields had 
not been used for the discharge. 

He added that Mr. Edgar com- 
plained of not hearing any gongs 
teing beaten, or having seen any. 
red flags. The damage done to the 
wind sereen amounted to $87, and 
this sum the defendant's firm had 
already paid back to Mr. Edgar, 
who had expressed the wish that he 
did not want ta be involved in 
Court proceedings.

With the retirement on super- 
annuntion of Captain Samuel Robin- 
son, C.B.E., R.N.R. B.D, from the 
command of the Canadian Pacific’s 
26,000 ton liner, Empress of Japan, 
which he has held since she was 
placed in Pacific service tn the Sum- 
mer of 1930, the Pacific has lost one 
of its most colourful personages. 

Hero of the Yokohama earthquake 
in September, 1923, Captain Robin- 
gon received for his rescue work 
with the Empress of Australia tho 


the British Empire from Hiv 
Majesty the King, Lloyd's silver 
medal for meritorious service at sen 
the life-saving medal of the Order 
of St. John of Jerusalem, and from 
former King Alfonso of Spain the 
second class Order of Naval Merit, 
seldom accorded to a merchant 
mariner. 

His heroic work at Yokohama 
during the midst of a holocaust un- 
paralleled in modern times, says the 
Daily Colonist Victoria B.C., stamp 
ed him as a man of decision, cour 
Lage and clear, hard-headed judg- 
ment. Amid ‘flames which con- 
stantly menaced his ship and pas- 
sengers, Captain Robinson stood ' by 
for three days, picking up survivors 
of the catastrophe, regardless of 
their nationality transforming his 
palatial liner into a floating hos- 
pital and refugee camp. It was a 
deed of seafaring skill and heroism, 
which won the unstinted admiration 
of the civilised world. 

Was Apprentice. 

Born in Hull, Yorkshire, May 8, 
187), Samuel Robinson went to # 
at the age of fourteen, serving ap- 
prenticeship on the Imbros, a full- 
rigged sailing ship, later transfer- 
ring to and serving full apprentice- 
ship ‘in various lines of sail and 
steam. He came to Canada with o 
brother in the early '90's, fired with 
tales of fabulous gold deposits in 
the hills of British Columbia. He 
tried placer mining in the Similka- 
meen, but tired of this after awhile 
turned to the Pacific fleet of the 
Canadian Pacific Steamships in 
1895, . serving as a jurior officer. 
His brother returned East and is 
now Captain William A. Robinson, 
of the United States Navy. 

In his thirty-seven-year career 
with the C.P. Steamship, he has 
served at some time on every one of 
the ships in service since 1895 with 
the exception of the Empress of 
China. His first command was the 
Athenian, in 1903, and in that year 
Captain Robinson moved with his 
wife, whom he had married at Hong 
Kong in 1901, to make his home in 
Vancouver. 

Later served commands dn the 
Parthia, Empress of Japan, Em- 
press of India, and was at Hong 
Kong in command of the Empress 
of Ruasia on August 4, 1914, when 
Great Britain declared war. His 
command, under Admiralty orders, 
joined as an armed merchant

: “The Good Earth.” 

Pearl Buck has, perhaps, written 
the story.that will live longer than 
any other yet published. 

“The Good Earth” first appeared 

‘in Great Britain in 1981; it quickly 
run to a second edition. 
It is a description of the life of 
a Chinese farmer of the early 
twentieth century. There is really 
not much of a story, no great effort 
to make a plot, ndé-romance as we 
understand the word, but rather a 
readable tale of the ups and downs 
of the agricultural and domestic 
life that is the lof6f 80 many mil- 
lions in China. 

I think that the author must 
have been saturated in Biblical 
phraseology because many of tho 
sentences are like those found in 
the old Testament. And at, times 
the book reminded me of the De- 
vonshire tales of Eden Philpots. 

It is free in its reference to 
primitive emotions and deals 
bluntly with sex affaira. We know 
that Chinese workers and country 
folk of all nations do talk freely 
on those matters. 

The Unspoiled Face of Nature. 

The crude instinct of the chief 
churacter, the rough illiterate 
Chinese peasant, for the soil 
awakens response in all our hearts. 
This feeling was expressed in 
beautiful language by Professor 
Trevelyan in a lecture recently de- 
livered, in University College Lon-' 
don, 

He considered the comfort and 
the mystery and the inspiration 
that the unspoiled face of nature 
is to mankind. And he said:—

teaches us out of @arth by infinite 
generations.” 

Even those of ua who sre engag- 
ed in the mass-production of 
machinery, or University gradu- 
ates, often long. for the calm of the 
woods, the green meadows and the 
peaceful streams, 

The countryside ‘is indeed “the 
highest common’ denominator in 
the spiritual life of to-day. It acts 
as a comforter. and giver of 
strength,” : 

“The Good Earth” makes us 
realise this ‘natural brotherly 
love” that all of ui, including the 
Chinese peasant, feel for the un- 


ispoiled face of nature. 


Reminiscent of Ruth. 

Perhaps if I quote one sentence 
you will recognise the’ likeness to 
the style of the old Testament. It 
is about Wang Lung, the peasant 
farmer who grows rich:— 

“Therefore although he was not 
willing at first to say that he would 
go or that he would change any- 
thing, yet thereafter he was more 
than ever displeased with the idle- 
ness of his uncle’s son, and he 
watched the man sharply ar) he 
saw that it was true he did cast 
eyes ot the maids and Wang Lung 
muttered and said: 

“Now I cannot live with this 
lustful dog in my house’.” 

That style frequently recurs to 
remind us that the life of ninety 
per cent, of the population of 
China to-day ts not very unlike that 
described in the Hebrew scriptures 
ot the period of Ruth. 

“Kast Wind Weat Wind” Is also 
bY Pearl Buck. The story fs told 
by a Chinese girl who was brought 
up in the old atyle. She married 
a returned student who had studied 
western medicine. The clash of 
the old and new ideas—those of 
East and West—is bluntly reveal- 
ed. 

In A Chinese Garden. 

Louise Jordan Miln has written 
a number of novels about China. 
Of those that I have read: liked 
best “In a Shantung Garden.” It 
is the story of a healthy young 
American who came out to Shan- 
tung on business and who became 
friendly with a charming Chinese 
girl. 

In the end the American youth 
and the Chinese girl decide to part. 
He goes back to his own people and 
she remains with hers. It is not 
a happy ending. 

But the story has a° certain 
amount of charm, and the old, old 
story of the way of a man with a 
maid is given an unusual setting. 
It 1s handled with delicacy and, for 
all its unusual ending, has pleased 
many readors. ‘ 

“In a Yunan, Courtyard’ in- 
terested me, “The Feast of Lan- 
terns” seemed a little unreal. The 
difficulties of marriages of Euro- 
peans and Asiatica form the basia 
of the two novels “Mr. and Mrs. 
Sen” and “Ruben and Ivy Sen.” 
Perhaps this topic has been dealt 
with too often to be entertaining.
